Astronomers tell us that the 
twinkling light we see from the starry 
midnight sky is already eons old when 
it first strikes the atmosphere of 
earth. The bright winking may have 
first shot its pulsing ray into space 
when American was an uncharted wil- 
derness and the splendor that was 
Rome stood astride the world . . . 
thousands of years and millions of 
events went their way before a man 
in 1972 looked up and caught a 
glimpse of that pinpoint of brighteness 
which had been on its way to his vis- 
ion for so long. 

For many reasons . . . because we 
are aware of the enormous distance 
and time covered by that fragile 
stream of light. . .because it repre- 
sents a continuation of hope as it per- 
sists in sending its blinking. . .because 
it is a reflection o£ a still greater 
Glory, the vision of a star never quite 
leaves one who has seriously con- 
templated the heavens on a clear win- 
ter night. 

, A star, so much a part of the line- 


age and symbolism of the Jewish peo- 
ple, hearlded the birth of Christ. . . 
its light still radiates in the season 
that has come to be called Christ- 
mas. 

A replica of that star shines each 
year on the campus of Clarke College 
It was laboriously and lovingly made 
by hand and, in the cold light of day, 
hardly seems the stuff dreams and 
spirit are made of. When the star is 
first hung in the Recital Hall of the 
Lott Fine Arts Building, it is hardly 
more than a stage prop, getting a lit- 
tle worn around the edges. To the 
uninitiated freshmen, the meaning of 
the star and the ritual of its hanging 
seem somehow unrelated to the rou- 
tine of academic life. 

A Clarke sophomore, the vision of 
last year’s glimpse of that star still 
shining in her eyes, stands to explain: 
“This is the Lottie Moon Christmas 
Offering Star. It’s been on campus 
for a long time and has been used 
every year since it was made by 
Dennis Hale, when he was a student 
here.” She pauses, and continues soft- 



ly, “He’s now a missionary in Spain.” 

As the awareness grows, so grows 
the desire to be a part of this star’s 
continuation of hope . . .to reflect 

this star’s greater Glory . . .to re- 
spond with resources . . . with life. 

During the month of November, the 
students at Clarke College considered 
the annual offering and decided what 
might be both a realistic and chal- 
lenging goal. It was suggested that a 
certain sum of money representing 
each missionary who had attended 
Clarke might add up to such a goal. 
It was determined that twenty-seven I 
Southern Baptist foreign missionaries, 
more than any other Baptist junior 
college can boast, attended college on 
the Newton campus. The students 
then voted to give $93 representing 
each missionary for a total Lottie | 
Moon Offering for 1972 of $2,430. Bright 
blue biilbs were arranged on the sil- 
ver star to represent the sum, and 
anticipation ran high as students pre- 
pared to meet the challenge. 

The frosty air of late evening, Fri- 
day, December 15, reflected the glow 
of the blue lights as students, faculty 
and staff gathered to learn whether dr 
not they had actually reached the 
goal they had earlier set. Clarke Col- 
lege President, Dr. W. L. Com- 
pere, citing the sacrificial giving 
of many on campus, reached for the 
final .bulb and announced that the 
goal had indeed been reached, in fact, 
it had been surpassed with the total 
figure in excess of $3,000! 


The campus has settled down since 
the excitement of the announce- 
ment; students have finished final 
exams and gone home for the holi- 
days; the money, which is sent to mis- 
sionary support through local Baptist 
churches, is on its way to undergird 
the spread of the gospel; the star 
hangs, almost unnoticed in front of 
the Women’s Residence Hall; but the 
glow which was lighted in hearts, 
and the spirit which was generated, 
may yet reflect the star’s greater 
Glory as additional Clarke College 
students may be led into service be- 
yond the bounds of their homeland.

Clarke College, The 
Mississippi Baptist Junior 
College, located in Newton, is a 
liberal arts junior college with a 
sixty-five-year history, an 
enthusiasm for the present, and 
anticipation of the future. 

The serenity of the campus 
setting, on a wooded hill area 
not far from downtown Newton, 
hardly prepares the casual 
observer for the variety of life 
and activity at Clarke. Students 
from all over the United States, 
including Alaska, New York, 
and Illinous, as well as those 
who come from Mississippi and 
neighboring states, join young 
people from Japan, Ecuador, 
Gaza and Palestine in this 
year’s student body.

Emphasis On Individual 

The emphasis at Clarke 
College is placed on the 
potential of each individual 
student. Classes are 
deliberately kept small so that 
the opportunity for par- 
ticipation and learning is at a 
maximum. Students who need 
special assistance are able to 
secure it through a faculty 
•member who is trained in 
educational techniques 
designed to help the slower or 
temporarily baffled student.

^ An individual project, in a 
^science class, must be prepared 
k'o that the student can then 
“teach” what he has discovered 
to his classmates. His research 
is done under the guidance of a 
teacher who motivates him and 
allows him sufficient leeway in 
his choice of research material 
that, according to one faculty 
member, “He can’t help 
himself. He gets so interested in 
the subject that he just 
naturally learns a lot more than 
I could ever have taught him in 
the traditional method!”

A full program of intramural 
and conference sports is carried 
on at Clarke College.

Through the years of its 
contribution to the total 
educational structure of 
Mississippi, Clarke* College has 
placed a portion of its emphasis 
on the basic educational 
training for church-related 
vocations.

serving as foreign missionaries 
under the Southern Baptist 
Foreign Mission Board. 

Academic Work 

Academic work is offered at 
Clarke College in almost every 
major field, and students in- 
dicate a wide range of 
vocational ambitions including 
the fields of education and 
medicine, social services and 
business. 

Meridian high school students 
often look to Clarke College for 
their first college experience, 
and each semester finds eight 
or ten in residence on the 
campus. Many have com- 
mented, “It’s just far enough 
away from home!”

The aca- 
demic work done at Clarke College in 
this program transfers exactly as does 
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work completed in the t 
manner. 

Utilizing a concept first promoted 
in 1971, the Clarke College Boardof 
Trustees has again led in providing 
funds designated at “Trustee Scholar- 
ships.” The thrust, led this year by 
Dr. James Booth of Eupora, Board 
Chairman, has culminated in $6,500 
being given by Trustees and friends 
during the months of June and July. 
According to Clarke’s Director of De- 
velopment, Charles Higgins, this 
means that over twenty students will 
receive, or have already received, the 
necessary financial aid to enable them 
to begin their college studies. 

As a spin-off of the most recent 
alumni meeting, held in connection 
with the spring Guest Day program, 
an “Alumni Living Endowment Club” 
has been chartered. The 4,000-plus 
alumni of Clarke College have been 
urged by Alumni Association officers 
to participate in a gift equivalent tc 
the earnings of a stated endowment 
sum. Based on a 6% annual earn- 
ing, each member was asked to pro- 
vide a minimum of $6.00, represent- 
ing endowment of $100.00. The figures 
released by the Development Office 
reveal an overwhelming response as 
the first fifty gifts totaled almost 
$1,000, representing earnings on over 
$16,000 of endowment! 

In a periodic review of applications 
for fall admission, statistics were 
compiled reflecting the vocational 
choices of incoming freshmen. Mike 
Miller, Clarke’s Admissions Director, 
points out that once again the em- 
phasis at The Mississippi Baptist Jun- 
ior College is on church-related voca- 
tions. At the end of July, 47% of the 
students applying indicated that they 
intended to serve in the pulpit min- 
istry, in the areas of religious educa- 
tion and music, or in the field of mis- 
sions. This has been traditional at 
Clarke College, and is reflected in the 
number of pastors, missionaries, 
church music and education leaders, 
home and foreign missionaries, whe 
now serve and look back to their 
initial training on the Newton campus 

The only junior college to be in- 
cluded in the listing, Clarke College 
is again named among the top twenty 
in schools across the country send- 
ing student summer missionaries. 
Eleven Clarke students have served 
this summer, from Florida to Cali- 
fornia. Reports indicate hat the 
young people have been vitally in- 
volved during these days of mission 
effort; working in beach ministries,
